And it ſhall come to paſs, that as the Lord rejoiced 
over you to do you Good, and to multiply you, ſo the 
Lord will rejoice over you, to deſtroy you, and to 
bring you to nought. 

And the Lord ſhall ſcatter thee among all People from 
the one End of the Earth even unto the other. 

And among the Nations thou ſhalt find no Eaſe, ne1- 
ther ſhall the Sole of thy Foot have Reſt; but the Lord 
ſhall give thee there a trembling Heart, and Failing of 


Eyes, and Sorrow of Mind. 


Ard thy Life ſhall hang in Doubt before thee, and 
thou {halt fear Day and Night, and ſhalt have none Ai- 
ſurance of thy Lite. 

In the Morning thou ſhalt ſay, Would Gop it were 
Even: and at Even thou ſhalt ſay, Would Gop it were 


Morning! For the Fear of thine Heart, wherewith thou 


fhalt fear, and for the Sight of thine Eyes which thou 
ſhalt ſee. 

＋ The ſecret Things belong unto the Lord our Gon: 
but thoſe Things which are revealed belong unto us, 


and to our Children for ever, that we may do all the 


Words of this Law.
